The new.， funding Plan is 
expected to reduce the bilingual 
education Program funding by 
14.6% from $157.5 million to

cost-of-living increases were noted 
or the program，school opera- 
tions，or salaries， according to 
了 ducation Superintendent  W 让 - 
Son Riles office.

Most federal cuts will be felt in 
block grants， which，under the 
了 ducation “Consolidation and 
improvement Act of 1981，con- 
tains 30 previously separate Pro- 
grams aimed at specific educa- 
tion categories，such -as desegre- 
gation and metric education. The 
consolidated programs，known as 
Chapter II， will be receiving 10% 
less funding，a reduction from 
$535 million to $484 million.

Many Southeast Asians who are 
harassed by gang members are 
afraid to come forward to inform 
police of problems and identify

McKenna said. Common incidents 
involve gang members extorting 
money from store :Owners，and 
refusing to pay for movies and 
meals, much like Chinese gangs， 

“Southeast Asians arent yet 
adjusted to the system here，We 
have to educate them about ways 
of dealing with the problems and 


get them to、 come forward,” 
McKenna said of _ efforts to 
encourage Teporting incidents， 


Based on experiences with author- 
ities in their native country，many 
SE Asians distrust authorities,:and 
alack of police officers fluent ip 
SE_Asian. languages，Pparticularly 
Vietnamese，further compounds 
problems，. 

McKenna cited three main 
reasons _ why youths end_ up in 
gangs: money， power and 
Drestige._ While acknowledging 
Sociological theoiies _ that suggest 
that youths ead .up in gangs as 3a 
response to ， social ， pressures， 
McKenna stressed other motiva- 
tion,“I don't think you can Say 
these (Social pressures) are causal 
factors 一 the bottom line is still 
money, Power and prestige.” 

OCIAL 

“A lot of these kids have a 
history of crime in the -old 
country, Some of them are 17 or 
18, but 让 you believe what they 
say they did before they came to 
the US，they're a _ pretty tough 


number already. Tens of 
thousands of immigrants ”are 
coming over with “superior 


intellect;， and with good sense of 
the work ethic. These kids face the

Others，however，Pplace much 
greater emphasis on social condi- 


tions，particularly among South- 


east Asians in the Tenderloin，as 
factors in the formation of youth 
gangs，One attorney who often 
handles juvenile crime cases and 
who requested that his name not 
be used, reported that“the gang 
situation among the Vietnamese is 
developing much faster than it did 
in Chinatown in the early 70s， 
because the social conditionsare 
more aggravated.” 

“Many Vietnamese feel trapped 
ip the Tenderloin and they band 
together for social acceptance and 
Survival, These groups maintain 3 
social system that develops values 
of illegitimate means to attain 
Success goals. 

“These illegitimate means are 
more readily accessible than legiti- 
timate means. Any time you 
congregate large groups of people 
in _ an. area that is low-income， 
with poor housing and a high 
crime rate，youre putting people 
into an unnatural situation and it's 
easy to be assimilated into the 


delinquent sub-culture, If you put 
a good kid 一 a Boy Scout 一 in a 
housing project, it's only a matter 
of time before he's assimilated into 
his peer group, the attorney 
contended.

The same attorney also noted a 
significantly higher incidence of 
violence among Southeast Asian 
groups recently. 

Larry Lee，a counselor at the 
Chinatown 、`Youth Services 
Center， where the courts send 
many delinquent youths for coun- 
seling，ajlso stressed social factors 
as a major cause of youth gangs. 
Lee feels that many immigrant 
youths feel disillusionedq， frus- 
trated and angry over the social 
conditions confronting them in the-、 
US， 

“For the first six mon 也 s; there's 
a definite sense of optimism and 
most (of the youths) are glad to be 
in theUS. But aftersixz monthstoa 
year 一 after confronting language 
problems， discrimination， and 
other problems 一 disappointment 
and disillusionment often set 让 
They're what we call “at Tisk，” 
Lee said. 

Lee also noted that truancy is a 
big Problem among Southeast 
Asians because many have had no 
formal schooling，and classes 一 
especially those taught in English 
一 often seem quite alien to them， 
School is not seen as an effective 


avenue of advancement, Lee said. 


Gangs，Lee noted，are often 
seen as a means of coping with 
the problems common to all 
immigrant groups: adjustment to 
a different culture, learning a new 
language， finding ， employment， 
and discrimination， Lee noted 
that the need to feel independent 


is something common to al - 


youths, and this need for indepen- 


dence is often a factor in the 
formation of gangs.

“Power 一 for al youths，not 


just immigrants 一 is a big issue.， 
They need to feel that they have 
control over their ,environment. 
And especially with immigrant 
youths,， there's a definite sense of 
helplessness,， of powerlessness in a 
new country.they feel . different， 
they look different， they talk 
different. 

“Basically, they just want to fit 
in somewhere. So they look to 
friends whounderstand what they 
going through and what they're 
feeling, for security, ”Lee said 

But Lee was quUick to point out 
that gangs ， are not .the 
only solution to the problems 
youths face. 

“There are constrtuctive ways of 
dealing with these problems,，too. 
There's a lot of energy there，and 
it can be constructive or destruc-< 
tive depending on the influence, 
he noted. Lee cited the need for 
more Tecreational Programs， 
schools better geared_ to the 
problems of immigrant youths， 
more tutorial programs and more 
counseling services as alternatives 
to gang membership . 

“As long as new groups are 
coming i 记 ，theres going to be 
stress， 了 Right now its the Viet- 
narmese; they're just trying to deal 
with these stresses and strains， 
Here at the center， we show 
youths alternatives to ， gangs，

ment， Vu-Duc Vuong， senior 
counselor at the Center for South-

once they arrive. Coming to the 
US often entails harrowing escapes 

from their native country，being ” 
attacked at sea, seeing friends and ， 
relatives die or be killed，and 
waiting often over a year ip 
refugee camps， just sitting，wait- 
ing.… 

“Its not as 计 someone just 
hopped on a plane and came to 
the US,”Vuong said. 

Vuong also_ noted that many 
Southeast Asian youths had to 
leave their famijlies and arrive in 
the US alone，with no friends or 
relatives. They often end up with 
relatives or ip foster homes that 
have difficulty ” providing .ade-、 
quate supervision and support 
(both emotionally and finan- 
cially). These youths must fend for 
themselves in a completely new 
environment， with serious jlan- 
guage barriers and often ,dismial 
Prospects for employment，Vuong 
noted. 

Furthermore， Prior to 1975 
when， Southeast Asians beganm' 
coming to the US in much greater 
numbers,， there wasnt a substan- 
tial Southeast Asian commtnity to 
help with acculturation. While 
support services in the-= Chinese 
comrmunity often helped，Vuong 
noted that there are few organ- 
izations specifically designed to 
address the Droblems of Southeast

OAKLAND The Carrian 
Group,the Hong Kong-based dev- 
elopment firm buildqing the Trans- 
.Pacific Center here， recently 
announced that it will help fund a 
program to train unemployed and 
underemployed ”Oakland resi- 
dents for middqle-income， high 
technology jobs. 

RESIDENTS 

Called the Co-Operative 
Occupational Program (CO-OP)， 
the program is co-Sponsored by 
Chevron，USA，and is being run 
by the city of Oakland with grants 
of $325,000 from each company， 
The funds will in turn be distri- 
buted to the Oakland Private 
Sector Corp.，part of the Private 
Industry _ Council，formed under 
Title VII of CETA to work with 
Private industry to_ develop job 
training programs. (Since CETA 
has been eliminated by ” the 
Reagan Administration，ajlterna- 
tive funding sources are being 
SOught.) 

The job-training、Pprogram is 
open to Oakland residents，18 
years old and older，who are 
unempioyed or underemployed 
(not making enough to support 
oneself and family). Training will 
be _ oriented towards entry-level

running,” she said， 

The Committee is the political 
arm of the Democratic- party ip 
the city，involved with getting 
people out to vote and endorse- 
ments of candidates，Chew ex- 
plained，There are 32 members 
fom three assembly districts in 
the city (the 17th，18th, and 19th) 
who make up the Committee， 
meeting once a month and more 
often during election time. 

The Committee marks Chew's 
first term ipP an elected office， 
although she has been active in 
community politics for over ten 
years in programs such as the 
Citizen s Task Force on Bilingual 
匡 ducation，Chinese for Affirma- 
tive Action，the “Bean Sprouts” 
television programs, and the Asian 
Pacific American Advocate of 
California， 

ENDORSEMENT 

She has also worked on a 
number of local elections and on 
voter registration for the Chinese 
American Democratic Club 
(CADC)，Meost recently she was 
the president of The Association of 
Chinese Teachers (TACT) and 
appeared as the character “Amy” 
in the critically acclaimned movie， 
Cham RMissing. 

Chew finished tenth in the race 
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Chew 

for one of ten seats in the 17th 
Assembly district，which includes 
the Pacific Heights, Western Addi- 
tion, inner Sunset,， Richmond, and 
Marina neighborhoods，and was 
endorsed by all nine major Demo- 
cratic organizations in the city 
except two: the SF Democratic 
Club and Chinese “American 
Democratic Club.

Voter registration is still of 
prime importance to Chew, whose 
two-year term begins in January， 


“noting that there is a“wealth”of 
.young voters who do not parti- 


cipate politically.“I still don't see 
that many young kidqs involved， 
she said. 

“People should feel that 让 they 
don't vote 让 has an impact on 


their lives both on the state and 


federal level. The biggest priority 
is to-establish that kind of mental 
link,”said Chew，who admitted 
that she used to think at one point 
that the political system was too 
“corrupt ”to participate in，Her 
views changed，however，during 
the SF State Univeristy _ student 
and teacher strikes in 1968. “It 
really pointed out to me how I 
should be involved and how 工 
have the intelligence to be in- 
volved, "she comimented. 

Chew feels that the issue of 


| voter education remains a big 


problem because many people still 
dont register or vote. “People 
don't see how issues affect their 
lives 一 they are So removed， 
Everybody is so_ involved with 
themselves and making a decent 
living, they ask，why vote.”

Gains Momentum in New York

NEW YORK 一 At first, it seems 
like an ordinary strike of small 
Proportions，A group of Chinese 
-men， waiters by trade， stand 
behindq the blue police barricade 
at Broadway near 50th_ Street. 
Some distribute leaflets containing 
the urgent messxge: “Boycott 
Hawaii 和 Kail” Others carry plac- 
ardqs with the stencilled slogans; 
“No More Phoney Contractsl ”and 
“Rehire the Workers Nowl”By 10 
.pm, the theater next door has let 
out，and its well-dressed patrons 
crowd the sidewalk. A few stop to 
observe the picket.， Most pass by 
indifferently. 

UNCOMMON 

Yet among NY Chinese，reac- 
tion to this strike has been far from 
indifferent.， In  a community 
where labor disputes historically 
have been uncommon events, this 
is already the fourth job action at 
a Chinese restaurant in the past 
two years. But more significantly， 
this strike has been organized and 


jimplemented ， entirely by the 
Iestaturants Chinese waiters and 
their union， the Hawaii 天 ai 


Dining Room Weorkers Indepen- 
dent Union， 

Like the other three 
independent Chinese restaurant 
unions in NY，the 再 awaii Kai 
workers are not affiliated with 
New Yorks Principal restaur- 
ant Union，Local 6， 百 otel，Res- 
taurant 作 Club Employees and 
Bartenders Union, AFL-CIO.，For 
all four Chinese independent 
unions, this strike represents a key 
event in their struggle for recog- 
nition， On a broader level，the 
strjike's outcome' is sure to _ affect 
]abor relations in Chinese restaurT- 
ants ， throughout the :city， At 
Present，those restaurants Tepre- 
sent One-sixth of all restaurants 训 
NY;，and are among the city's 
largest employers of Chinese 
immigrants， 

The history of the strike dates 
back to last February 16，when 
the dining room employees at 
Hawaii Kai voted to form an 
independent union. Soon there- 
after，they entered into contract 
negotiations， with management.

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In late march, the union called an 
unfair labor practices strike，char- 
ging management had not 
bargained in good faith, had fired 
an employee for union activities， 
and had obstructed its unioni- 
zing eftorts， The Hawaii 天 ai 
management promptly responded 
by firing all the waiters and 
closing the restaurant intermitten- 
tly. By April，the restaurant Was 
closed down completely， and 
rermains closed today, Though this 
has brought an end to the picket， 
contract negotiations are con- 


tinuing， 
CLAUSES 

In March，Local 6 also_ became 
a principal in this battle by 
announcing that 让 has had a 
contract with Hawaii Kai for the 
past ten yearIs. Local 6 lawyers 
then filed _ unfair labor .practice 
charges against both the 再 awaii 
Kai management and the inde- 
pendent union at the National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB). 
In its suit，Local 6 alleges that the 
independent union and the man- 
agement colluded to obstruct its 
own unionizing woOrk， 。 

Coming on the day before 
union elections at Hawaii Kai, the 
suit ,stalled _ determination ”of 
whethcr the Local or the inde- 
pendents would represent the 
Hawaii Kai workers. Indepen- 
dent union leaders have charged 
that Local 6 is determined to 
prevent union elections at Hawaii 
ai because the majority of 
workers there support the inde- 
pendent union， Through its legal 
ITepresentative，the Asian Ameri- 


can Legal Defense and 刁 quca-， 


tion Fund (AALDEEF)，the inde- 
pendent union has filed its own 
unfair labor ， practice charges 
against Local 6 and the manage- 
ment, The NLRB is now review- 
ing both sets of charges and a 
ruling is expected sometime in late 
June， 

Eor the Chinatown com- 
munity，two issues in the Hawaii 
Kai strike have galvanized public 
attention. The first is a job 
Security section of the union's 
Proposed contract known as the 
“Successor clause.” 

Although such clauses are be- 
coming more common in Ameri- 
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can restatrants，they are Iarities 
in Chinese restaurants and have 
become the topic of a lively public 
debate between ,the inde- 
pendert union and the Hawaii 
Kai management. Designed to 
protect workers and their unions 
from spurious Ownership chan- 
ges， the clause stipulates that 
Purchasers of the restaurant mtust 
abide by existing contracts with 
workers. In this way，the succes- 
SOT clause prevents Owners from 
selling their restaurants to dummy 
corporations in order to abro- 
gate union contracts This is a 
common union-busting ”tactic， 
according to independent 
organizers. The -clause further 
states that workers must still 
Teceive Pay 证 the restaurant is 
closed for reasons .other than 
accidental damages: 
BENEKFITS 

A second major issue，which is 

also linked to the successor clause， 


surrounds the conflict between the 


independent union and Local 6. 
In a recently televised debate with 
independent union represen- 
tatives，as well as in its public 
statements on the Hawaii Kai 
strike，Local 6 has repeatedly 
disputed the independent unions 
abijlity to represent its members 
adequately without the support of 
alarger American union， 

Hawaii 和 ai representatives 
have respondea by pointing out 
that Local 6's ccatract at Hawaii 
Kai has done little to improve the 
lot of workers there. According to 
one wWaiter，wWho has worked at 
Hawaii Kai since the present 
Owners Purchased it ten years ago， 
Local 6 representatives Dever coOn- 
tacted _ him about joining their 
union， even though the restaurant 
Was Supposed to be a closed shop. 
Neither he for any of the other 
waiters have received benefits fom 
the Local 6 contract. 

“For ten years weve had the 
same salaries，without benefits or 
overtime pay,” he said. “Now， 
after weve organized our own 
union，they-come and tell us that 
we should -have been receiving 
those things all along.… 

The Locals failure to.enforce its 


contract with Hawaii Kai has- 


generated an atmosphere of mis- 
trust with the Hawaii Kai waiters， 
who are_ determined to remain 
unaffiliated with the AFL-CIO. 
This is a sentiment shared by most 
members， of the independent

“We' feel that bigger is not 
enough. Local 6 just doesnt give 
enough protection to Chinese, res- 
taurant Workers， Perhaps they 
dont understand our situation .

”UNOPPOSED 


This dissatisfaction with Local 6 
dates back to the late 1970s,，when 
Workers at several mid-town Man- 
hattan Chinese restaurants began 
demanding minimum wages， 
health benefits，and greater job 
security. All affiliated with Local 
6. According to independent 
organijizers， however， Local 6 
failed to defend contracts and 
workers” jobs in at least two of 
these restaurants， In one case， 
nine Workers were laid off for 
union activities，yet the Local 
failed to 划 e charges with the 
NLRB， 

Later, after those workers were 
reinstated through a suit brought 
by fellow waiters，they were laid 
o 侍 again for“economic reasons.” 


“Once more，Local 6 failed to 


investigate the legality of manage- 
ment's actions， 

In the other case，a Local 6 
steward was fired; but the union 
did not intervene， The steward 
was eventually rehired after a 
picket was set UPp by the workers 
themselves， Independent orT- 
ganizers、 cite the unopposed 


closing of another Local 6 Chinese 
restaurant Shortly after a Union 
was formed there as further 
example of the Locals inability to 
defend Chinese waiters' jobs. 

At the heart of this growing 
concern for job security is the 


rapidly expanding and highly 


competitive ” Chinese restaurant 
industry，which 二 being fed by 
Overseas Chinese investments and 
an abundant immigrant labor 
force. In _ this_ unstable economic 


environment，immigrant Worker” 


are expected to accept long hours， 
low wages，and little job secur- 
ty as their restaurants 94 纪 Pro 
9Uo for survival. 
JOB PROTECTION 
“Because Chinese restaurants 
compete less in the quality ef food 
than on the basis of low prices, the 
industry is always unstable. As 让 
is, anybody with some money can 
set Up a restaurant because they 
don't have to worry about labor 
costs. They know that 寺 you qdont 
like the wages，they can always 
find .somebody to _ take your 
Place,”noted one labor organizer. 
As a consequence，Chinese res- 
taurant Workers are increasingly 
measuring the quality of their 
contracts and Unions in terms of 
job protection,， This has proven a 
key factor in bringing many Chi- 
nese waiters into_thbhe indepen- 
dents' camp. For although Local 6 
contracts offer somewhat better 
economic packages， the inde- 
pendents”contracts have consis- 
tently provided greater job secur- 
ity through stronger SUccessOT 
clauses， 
A less tangible，though no less 
important, factor in the growth of 
the independent movement has 
beem the ability of the various 
unions to assist each other in the 
face of resolutely anti-union 
bosses. Orchestrating these 


mutual-aid activities has been the ， 


Chinese Staff and Workers Asso- 
(CSWA)， a workers 


Chinatown. The CSWA also 
played a key role in getting the 
first independent union off the 


;ground at the huge Silver Palace 
Testaurant in Chinatown，in May 


1980， At that time，15 waiters 


Local 6 failed to respond to the 
waiters” requests for help，they 
organized their own picket with 
the assistance of the CSWA., After 
two weekends of picketing, the 15 


waiters were rehired and manage- ， 


Iment agreed to allow waiters to 
distribute their own tips. 
STALEMATIEE 
Soon after this initial success， 
the Silver Palace Dining Room 
Workers Independent Union was 
formed， entering into _ contract 
negotiations with the manage-. 


ment. When a stalemate arose, the 


union organized weekend pickets， 


again with the help of the CSWA 


and other Chinatown groups. 
Finally in May，1981, the contract 
was signed and the trail opened 
for other independent unions. 


Subsequent job actions led to

But its only 
temporary，and we dont earn 
enough to talk about 一 only 0.80 
yuan (50 cents) a day、.

Then he glanced down and 
rolled a cone-shaped cigarette 
from tobaceo in a plastic bag,. “So 
we smoke these，he said.“We call 
them big-bheaded nails.” 

Asked what demands they had， 
another said，“We want to 
struggle for freedom.”His cohorts 
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burst out in giggles， 

“How is your Americaf the 
ringleader asked. “Do you use 
cows to plow the fields, or are you 
completely mechanized? 

“China uses cows,” he said 
acidly.“The cows are the people. 
China has made us into cows.” 

INGENUITY 

Despite Dervasive talk about 
enjoying jlife and finding easy 
ways to earn more money 一 
notions that have apparently 
infected many of Chinas urban 
youth 一 the young people who 
have jobs often boast about their 
ingenuity, Some affirm they aspire 
to， better jobs，but . say theyre 
willing to proceed step by step. 

Zhai Yongqiang，19，works in 
Beijings Tiananmen Square Under 
the gaze of a huge portrait of an 
unsmiling Mao Zedong. He labors 
at a little photo stand under a 
canopy umbrella, dealing out 2 by 
2-inch snapshots for about 75 
cents each to Chinese tourists who 
throng to the capital. 

He works for a cooperative 
eiiterprise, set up with the encour- 
agement of the state, that provides 
a service to the public and jobs for 
the young. 

“We take about 300 to 400 
pictures a day， said Zhai. 

CARTS 

“Our work unit has 16 photo 
carts set Up around Tiananmen 
Square,”he said.“Usually about 
five or Six of us Work out front 
(taking pictures, filling out address 
forms, taking money) and the rest 
work on photo development and 
mailing.” 

“These operations were orTi- 
ginally set UP by street com- 
mittee. We were all stay-at-home 
youths. No work then. Now I earn 
about 100 yuan a -month.”Zhai 
said he works about seven hours a 
day and takes two days off a 
month . 

“Many of my friends have left 
and gone off to good jobs,”he 
said.“This is only a perioqd in my 
life，one stage, 工 mm waiting for a 
more ideal job. We still dont waait 
to take jobs working in factories. 
Its better to get a job in the 
service sector. 

“Tm interested in physics，so 
Istill study that on the sidqe at a 
Spare-time school.” 

QUEST 

Some of China's more thought- 
ful young people are renewing the 
quest for national salvation， a 
theme that has dominated the 
minds of intellectuals here for 
more than a centUry，

ANTI-NUCLEAR 

The documentary is certainly 
effective as anti-nuclear film and 
doubtless will be used as such,，bnut 
Okazaki wisely focuses Upon the 
lives and the continuing medical 
problems of the Japanese Ameri- 
can victims，who by circumstance 
were 记 Japan in 1945， The 
horrors of the A-bomb，which is 
one mijllion times less powerful 
than the nuclear bombs of today， 
comes through “ without “any 
preaching in the narTation， 

One tragic reality is that the 
United States _ government to this 
day refuses to provide medical 
benefits to the American citizens 
of Japanese descent who were 
victims of the bombings. In fact， 
many of those interviewed asked 
that their names not be used， 
because they feared that. their 
medical insurance 
dropped by their insurance 
compamnies， 计 让 was known :that 
they were A-bomb victims， 

Surbipors was made mostly 
through foundation support and a 
grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Arts，Okazaki， 
who directed，photographed and 
edited the fm ， at first thought he 
might look for support from 
corporations,，but be realized the 
subject matter _ would make 
support unlikely: from that 
direction. The documentary 
ended up costing about $90,000, 

He says he made the film 
because“people have pushed the 
subject aside .and the sur- 
Vivors aside. I wanted to take the 
fear out of the subject.” 

Okazaki previously made some 
short children's films, but he is not 
what you would call an exper- 
ienced filmmaker， It shows， The 
documentary starts Promisingly 
enough, cutting from one SUrvivor 
to another，each telling how they 
came to be in Japan in 1945 and 
what happened the day the bomhb 
fell， 

.But some of the_cutting is very 
clumsy and the narrationt is 
poorly integratedintothefilm.One 
doctor introduces himself and then 
he is abruptly cut away from 
before he has said much. A tear 
forms in one womans eye as she 
talks about a lost relative, but then 
there is an abrupt cut where the 
camera should have lingered 
longer. The fight to get medical 
benefits is glossed over. Who are 
the Congressmen for or against the 
billp?
